CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 


Rules and Order of Business. 


1. A majority of the members of the 
convention, who shall have qualified 
and not been excused by order of the 
convention, shall constitute a quorum, 
but a smaller number may adjourn 
from day to day. 

2. Theconvention shall keep a jour- 
nal of its proceedings, which shall be 
preserved, and upon the adjournment, 
deposited with the secretary of the ter- 
ritory or the clerk of the supreme court 
of the territory, to be thereafter dis- 
posed of as provided by law. And 
such proceedings shall be published in 
2amphlet form for general distribution. 

Ten members shall be sufficient to 
demand the yeas and nays on any ques- 
tion, and when so demanded they shall 
be entered on the journal. 

4, Any member shall have liberty to 
have entered upon the journal his pro- 
test and dissent against any act or res- 
olution, when such protest and dissent 
shall be made in writing in respectful 
and brief language, and filed with the 
secretary, and suchentry shall be made 
without debate. 

The convention may, with the 
concurrence of two-thirds of all the 
members present, expel a member, and 
the reasons therefor shall be entered on 
the journal. 

The sergeant-at-arms and door- 
keeper shall not permit any person not 
amember or officer of this convention 
to pass inside the railing at any time 
during the sessions, except reporters of 
the press, duly assigned as such by the 


president of the convention, and such 
other persons as shall be invited there- 
in by the president or the convention. 

7. No smoking shall be allowed in- 
side the hall during the sessions of the 
convention, and no person shall be per- 
mitted to manifest any signs of appro- 
bation or disapprobation, either on the 
floor or in the lobby. 

8. The president shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the convention 
shall have adjourned, shall immediately 
call the convention to order, and on the 
appearance of a quorum shall cause the 
journal of the preceding day to he 
read, unless such reading shall be dis- 
pensed with by order of the conven- 
tion. He shall preserve order and. de- 
corum, shall decide questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the convention 
by any one member, on which appeal 
no member shall speak more than twice 
unless by leave of the convention. 

9, Except where the yeas’ and nays 
are demanded, as in these rules provid- 
ed, all questions shall be determined 
either by putting them in the ordinary 
mode, or in case the president doubts, 
ora division be called for, by rising 
from the seats, unless count by tellers 
is ordered. 

10. The president shall examine and 
correct the journal before it is read; he 
shall have the general direction of the 
hall, and may name any member to 
perform the duties of the chair, but 
such substitution. cannot extend be- 
yond two days, and such substitute, 
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during such time, shall be vested with 
all the powers of the president. 

11, All committees shall be appoint- 
ed by the president unless otherwise 
ordered by the convention. 

12, If any member, in speaking or 
otherwise, shall transgress the rules of 
the convention, the president shall, or 
any member may, call him to order, in 
Which case the member so called to 
order shall immediately sit down, un- 
less permitted to explain; and if appeal 
is taken to the convention, a decision 
shall be had without debate; but this 
rule shall not apply to the pointof order 
raised under provisions of rule'8. 


13. Every member who shall be 
within the bar of the convention when 
a motion shall be stated from the chair, 
shall vote thereon, unless he shall be 
excused. Any member desiring to be 
excused from voting shall make his 
request before the roll call shall be 
commenced; he may then state concise- 
ly, without argument, his reasons for 
asking to be excused, and the question 
of excusing shall be taken without 
debate. 

14, Every motion shall be reduced 
to writing, if the president or any mem- 
ber request it. 

15. After a motion is stated by the 
president, or read by the secretary, it 
shall be deemed in the possession of the 
convention. but may be withdrawn at 
at any time before decision or amend- 
ments, with the consent of the conven- 

ion. 

16. When a question is under debate, 
no motion shall be received but to ad- 
journ, call the house, lay on the table, 
the previous question, to postpone in- 
definitely, to postpone to a day certain, 
to commit or to amend; which several 
motions shall have precedence in the 
order in this rule stated. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall always 
be in order, and be decided, as well as 
the motion to lay on the table, without 
debate. 

18. No motion to postpone to a day 
certain, or indefinitely, or to commit, 
being decided in the negative, shall 
be again allowed on the same day or at 
the same stage of the proposition. 

19. Motion to strike out the proposi- 
tion shall have precedence of a motion 
to amend, and, if carried, shall he 
equivalent to its rejection. 

20. When a blank is to be filled, and 
different sums, times or quantities are 
proposed, the question shall first be put 
on the largest sum or quantity and the 
longest time, 

21. If the question in debate contains 
several propositions, any member may 


have the same divided, and on a mo- 
tion to strike out and insert, it shall be 
in order to move for a division of the 
question, and the rejection of a motion 
to strike out and insert one proposition 
shall not prevent a motion to strike out 
and insert a different proposition, nor 
prevent a subsequent motion to strike 
out only, nor shall the rejection of a 
motion to strike out only, prevent a 
subsequent motion to strike out and 
insert, 

22. When a question has been once 
put, and decided, it shall be in order 
for a member voting with the majority 
to move for a reconsideration thereof 
on the same or during the two succeed- 
ing business days, but not afterwards. 
Such motion shall take precedence of 
all other questions except a motion to 
adjourn. 

23. When motions are made for a 
reference of the same subject to a se- 
lect committee and to a standing com- 
mittee, the question of reference to a 
standing committee shall be first put. 

24. A motion to commit and a mo- 
tion to postpone indefinitely or to a day 
certain, until decided, shall preclude all 
amendments on the main question. 

25. No motion or proposition on a 
subject different from that under con- 
sideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

26. The previous question shall be 
always in order, and shall be put in this 
form: “Shall the main question be 
now put?” And until it is decided 
shall preclude all amendments or de- 
bate. 

27. When, on moving the previous 
question, the convention shall decide 
in the negative, the main question 
shall be considered as still under de- 
bate. 

28. The effect of the main question 
being ordered shall be to put an end to 
all debate, and bring the convention to 
a direct vote—first, on all amendments 
reported or pending, the last amend- 
ment moved being first considered, and 
then on the main question. 

29. After the motion for the pre- 
vious question has prevailed, it shall 
not be in order to move a call of the 
convention prior to a decision of the 
main question. 

30. No call of the convention shall 
be in order so long as there is a quorum 
present on the floor, and to ascertain 
that fact a call of the roll may be had 
at any time pending the vote upon any 
question, upon the demand of five 
members. 

31. The unfinished business on 
which the convention was engaged at 
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its last adjournment, shall, at the next 
meeting of the convention, have prece- 
dence of all other business except as 
provided in the order of business. 

32. The standing committees of the 
convention shall consist of those here- 
tofore designated and such as may be 
hereafter created by the convention, 
and the first named member of every 
committee shall be its chairman and in 
his absence or being excused by the 
convention the next named member 
and so on, unless the committees by a 
majority of their members elect a 
chairman. 

33. The hours of meeting, daily, ex- 
cept Sundays, shall be 10 A. M. and 2 P. 
M., unless otherwise ordered.

35. It shall be the duty of the sec- 
retary to keep a journal, ın which he 
shall record all the proceedings of the 
convention, and to-do and perform 
such other acts appertaining to his 
office as may be required of him by the 
convention or its presiding officer. 

36. It shall be the duty of the ser- 
geant-at-arms to attend the convention 
during its sittings, and to execute the 
commands of the convention trom 
time to time. 

37. No rule of the convention shall 
be altered,suspended or rescinded with- 
out the vote of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present. 

38. Therules of parliamentary prac- 
tice comprised in Jefferson’s-manual 
shall govern the convention in all cases 
in which they are applicable and not 
inconsistent with the standing rules 
and orders of the convention.
